Navarro Realty Board 
Endorses Trinity Plan

The Navarro County Board of Realtors agreed 


to go on record in support of the Trinity River 
Project Thursday after hearing W.D. Wyatt, 
president of First National Bank, discuss the 
benefits of building a barge canal on the river. 


The proposed multi-purpose canal would link 


the Dallas-Fort Worth area with the Gulf of 
Mexico across 17 counties. 


"We know some people today who are so 


concerned about some marsh and some kind of 
rare bird that they don't want us to develop our 
water resources," Wyatt said. 


"I grew up near swamps and I've been ex- 


posed to some of these water moccasins they 
want to save and I've had malaria. So I know 
what it is like. 


"PEOPLE AKZ OPPOSING it (the project) 


because they think it is a popular thing to do," he 
said. 


In order to inform people about the project, 


Wyatt said he is helping to organize three "truth 
committees" to gather facts on the project to be 
presented at meetings. Committees will be set up 
to study the taxes that will partially pay for the 
project, to study water resources and to work on 
publicity. 


Asking that some of the members of the Board 


of Realtors serve on the committees, Wyatt said, 
"We want to try to get people to get facts, and 
if we're wrong they can prove we're wrong. 


"We have a good community here now and if 


we can put this Trinity River Development over 
we're going to improve on what we have now," 
he said. 


Wyatt said the economic benefits of the canal 


would be increased land prices, increased in- 
dustry and more recreational facilities. 


He pointed out that the city commissioners just 


returned from New York to check the City's bond 
rating. He said the commissioners were told 
Corsicana's rating may drop because a 
population projection from the Population 
Research Center at the University of Texas at 
Austin projected Navarro County's population 
would decrease to about 26,000 by 1980.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The Pentagon said it expects to re- 


ceive from North Vietnam today the missing list of U.S. 
prisoners of war held in Laos. 


Pentagon spokesman Jerry W. Friedheim said the list was to 


be turned over to U.S. diplomats in Paris by North Vietnamese 
officials and transmitted to Washington. 


"We do expect it to include all Americans held in Laos, 


military and civilian, held by North Vietnam and Pathet Lao," 
he said. 


U.S. prisoners held in Laos were not included in the two lists 


given U.S. officials in Paris Saturday identifying 555 Americans 
held captive in North and South Vietnam and 55 others who died 
in enemy camps. But once U.S. officials realized the POWs in 
Laos were missing from the list, the United States pressed North 
Vietnam for those names. 


The Pentagon previously listed six Americans captive in Laos 


and 311 missing. Two of the six turned up on the list of those held 
in North Vietnam. 


Although only a small number had been listed as captured, the 


Pentagon believes that other men carried as missing were taken 
alive by enemy forces in Laos. Most of the missing there are 
pilots shot down in air strikes against the jungle supply routes 
known as the Ho Chi Minh trail. 


The Pentagon has charged that North Vietnam, in identifying 


555 captives, failed to account for 56 other GIs known to have 
been prisoners of war in Southeast Asia. Officials are hoping the 
Laotian list will swell the number of POWs to be released by the 
Communists beginning next week.

Purchase of a multi-million 


dollar tract of land near the 
Dallas-Fort 
Worth Regional 


Airport in behalf of a joint ven- 
ture of investors was revealed 
here Wednesday by Ronald A. 
Willis, owner of Willis Real 
Estate, and Jack A. Stroube, 
Dallas investor who is a sales 
associate of the firm. 


Willis and Stroube, formerly of 


Corsicana, formed the joint 
venture representing 15 investors 
in Corsicana and throughout 
Texas in purchasing the 130-acre 
tract at the juncture of State 
Highway 121 and International 
Parkway, access route leading 
into the regional airport. 


The exact purchase price was 


not disclosed but was estimated 
at between $2Va and $3 million 
dollars. The property was pur- 
chased from McBride Realty, 
Inc., of Dallas, with E.W. (Ty) 
Willis of the McBride firm and 
brother

negotiating the

between the sellers and pur- 
chasers. 


In revealing the purchase 


transaction, Willis announced 
that his real estate firm had 
within the past month opened a 
branch office in Dallas which will 
handle commercial and in- 
vestment properties only. This 
purchase was the firm's first 
major investment transaction. 


He described the purchase as 


one of the largest transactions of 
raw land to take place near the 
new regional airport and one of 
the most strategically located 


parcels of land. 


"We purchased this land 


investment and to sell 
developers. The property is 
ideally suited for motels, hotels, 
service stations and other 
development," Willis said. 


He pointed out that with its 


immediate access to the regional 
airport this tract will be one of 
the first to be developed. It has 
1,850 feet of frontage on State 
Hwy 121—which is being brought 
up to freeway standards for the 
opening of the airport—and the 
six-lane International Parkway 
begins directly in front of the 
property. 


Willis Real Estate will manage 


the property and be the selling 
agent for the joint venture. 


"We expect the land to increase 


in value about 30 per cent a 
year," Willis said. He said he was 
not at liberty to disclose names of 
investors who make up the group 
of purchasers in the joint ven- 
ture. 


In behalf of the sellers, "Ty" 


Willis noted, in a press release, 
the tract's terrain is flat, which 
means virtually no ground work 
is necessary to get the site ready 
for development. He added that 
under Grapevine's Master Plan, 
the zoning on the land will be 1-1, 
which permits motels, office and 
retail sales type uses. 


"This property plays a major 


role in the automobile circulation 
pattern of the existing major

Willis. He noted that proposed

Johnson in his last days but he 
endured them "with courage 
and resolved to enjoy life as 
much as conditions permitted," 
physicians 
who treated 
him 


say. 


His condition was too severe 


for cardiac surgery to be ris- 
ked, a statement by four physi- 
cians said Tuesday. 


The doctors issued the state- 


ment through Brooke General 
Hospital, 
where 
the 
former 


president was dead on arrival 
Jan. 22 after suffering a seizure 
at his ranch, 


Among the four was Dr. Mi- 


chael DeBakey, the famed 
Houston, heart surgeon who the 
statement says LBJ and his 
wife consulted Oct. 29, 1972. 


DeBakey 
and a 
colleague 


concluded "that cardiac sur- 
gery should not be performed 
at that time.'1 


Coronary 
by-pass 
surgery 


was "under constant considera- 
tion" but the four doctors said 
they identified three 
reasons 


why the operation to by-pass 
blocked heart passages was not 
performed. 


They were: 


1. Coronary by-pass surgery 


does not revitalize destroyed 
heart muscles. The poorest re- 
sults occur in patients with in- 
adequate heart function. Un- 
fortunately, President Johnson 
was in this category. 


"2. The risk of a coronary ar- 


teriogram (a diagnostic proce- 
dure; and the risk of the surgi- 
cal procedure are greatly in- 
creased in patients who are in 
the group just described. 


"3. Severe recurrent diver- 


ticulities was a constanst threat 
to him. An acceptable candi- 
date for coronary by-pass sur- 
gery should have no other life- 
threatening conditions."

diseased segment of the colon 
so high that it was not accept- 
able.11
